mediately 
after tho two officers had 
left one of the saloons in that v.clnlty. 
Martial law was actually enforced by 
Merriam and Wheelock for two and 
half hours. 
This was dono 
without 
any authority whatever, with utter dis- 
regard 
of the civil laws and with an 
Ignoring, or worse, of tho polloo. 
Merriam 
and 
Wheelock 
conducted 
themsclcs In 
manner most 
aston- 
ishing. 
Wheelock 
was 
marshal 
In charge 
of 
mounted 
Infantrymen.

Kentucky 
In order to tako up tho rich 
lands 
and 
escapo from 
tho "crowded 
sea coast," 
as they described 
It.

tho lands wcra taken up speculation 
In 
them Increased, 
and 
every purchaser 
expected to get an advanced price from 
tho succeeding 
purchaser.

tion ot actual vnlues was not consid 
ered. 
What will bo tho next offer, was 
tho important question.

produc- 
tive valuo of the land 
was 
entirely 
Ignored. 
Any ono who tried to nrrcst

Capt. Tanner, l 
S. X., the gentle- 
man 
who gave out at San Francisco 
the contracts for Improvement 
of Pago 
Pago harbor 
to the 
coaling 
station 
point, has been In Honolulu only a few 
days, but has been at work earnestly 
during his short stay. 
The mission 
of Capt. Tanner 
Is to 
prepare a coaling station In Honolulu 
harbor for the United 
States. 
There 
will be as well something 
of a supply 
depot here for the navy and In all like- 


lihood quite extensive 
repair facilities 
will bo provided. 
Money is available 
for the purpose 


of providing naval 
necessities 
in the 
harbor here. 
Xothlng 
can bo done at 
Pearl Lochs until Congress 
has made 
a special appropriation for the dredg- 
ing of the bar. 
Then 
)f 
a ship entrance to the channel 
will 
require several 
months 
of time. 
It 
will probably 
be neccsjary to fetch 
n 
dredger 
from 
the 
United 
States, lor 
the one owned by the Government 
here 
Is in use or will be iiqudcd all the time 
for the local harbor. 
Capt. Tanner, since arrival, has been 
much in the company 
of Consul 
Gen- 
eral Haywood. 
The 
two 
gentlemen 
yesterday called upon Capt. King, 
Ha- 
waiian 
Minister 
of the Interior, with 
a statement of desires which will later 
bo reduced to writing. 
With annexation there has of course 
passed 
to the 
control 
of the United 
States, with other public property here, 
the wharves, 
waterfront, 
etc. 
It 
Is 
the wish 
of Capt. Tanner 
to utilize 
without delay for the United 
States 
Navy quite a strip of waterfront. 
He 
wants to take from the marine railway 
to tho Pacific Mail wharf. 
This 
dis- 
poses 
of a number

water lots, of the old King's boathouse 
and practically of tho plan for the two 
slips upon which tho dredger has been 
working lor a year or mart.

Incidents of Action Before Manila. 
Moving In Rainy Season. 
Good Accounts. 


rnoKussoii iiakkkk. 
The following letter was receded In 
this city by the last mall from Profes- 
sor George Harker, recently a teacher 
In tho High School, who enlisted 
for 
Manila In one of the- regular companies 
of United States troops: 
Wo are now occupying 
Spanish 
bar 
racks 
In 
Manila. 
The 
city 
Is under 
martial law. 
On Saturday morning wo 
left camp with 200 rounds 
of ammuni- 
tion and two days 
rations. 
It 
was 
raining hard as usual and wo splashed 
through the mire of the bamboo Jungle 
Mil we reached our lntrcnchments. All 
was quiet for tho following two hours, 
excepting a few shots from tho Span- 
ish 
sharpshooters. 
Al 
10 
o'clock a 
shot was 
II red from one of our guns, 
and at this Blgnal 
Dcttey 
began 
to 
bombard tho forts and Manila. 
For an 
hour tho shells kept whistling past us; 
then as tho 'firing ceased, we were ord 
ered to advance 
over 
our 
lntrcnch- 
ments toward the Spanish 
lines. There 
was not tho least 
confusion, 
and 
our 
men went ahead 
In lino ot skirmish 
ers. firing as they went. 
Tho Colorado 
men, who were ahead 
of us, fired several 
volleys 
In 
quick 
succession, nnd rushing over the Span 
lsh works, planted our Hag on the top 
of the black stone fort. 
Tho fire from 
the 
Spanish 
now 
became 
scattering, 
and 
we pushed 
ahead 
as rapidly as 
possible, wading and stumbling across 
a flooded corn field, when we reached 
the fort. 
Wo assembled 
and 
marched 
on 
In 
column Into a barricaded 
street on the 
outskirts of Manila. 
The 
ground 
nil 
the way was strewn with 
blankets, 
hats, shoes and ammunition, 
which the 
Spaniards had left in their hurry to 
get back Into the city. 
A number 
of 
dead and wounded soldiers 
terc lying 
against 
the 
earthworks 
where 
the 
shells 
from our fleet had opened 
the 
way for us. 
Wo then started down the street 
In- 
to Manila, expecting 
to havo nnoLhur 
fight further on, but u few straggling 
shots was the only resistance 
wo met 
at one time, though wo had to He down 
to avoid the bullets. 
At last wo came 
to an open space and nt the further 
side we saw a fortress or casUo whose 
parapets were bristling with 
soldiers. 
But our eyes were 
fixed on a great 
white 
Hag at one corner of the battle 
ment, and we knew that tho battle was 
ended. 
In half ah hour our whole force was 
drawn up under tho walls ot old Ma 
nlla. 
Tho natives, 
or Filipinos, who 
had been shut up within the town, as 
well as a number 
who had 
come 
In 
with 
U3, were 
mad with delight and 
rushed 
along our ranks 
distributing 
clgaretts nnd cigars to tho men. 
Tho 
fighting 
men, though, 
wcro somewhat 
taken 
back 
when 
forced 
to glvo 
up 
their arms before entering the town. 
They 
had fully 
expected to sack the 
town and cut the throat of every 
Span-lar- 
d. 


At about 
4 p. m. wo passed through 
tho business center of Manila and took 
up our quarters In tho court yard of a 
great stone 
building 
which 
proved 
to 
bo a cigar factory. 
Hands of Spanish 
soldiers 
kept passing 
us on their way 
to tho arsenal to lay down their arms. 
They looked 
clean nnd neat In their 
light blue uniforms 
and 
white straw 
hats, and formed a strong contrast to 
our men with their torn shirts and 
grimy 
faces. 
Next day 
wo took 
pos- 
session 
ot our present quarters, 
and 
since then we havo been busy 
patrol-In- g 
the streets. 
Our loss 
Is 
reported 
as six 
killed 
nnd 
thirty-fou-r 
wounded. 
Tho 
Span- 
ish had about 200 killed 
and a great 
number wounded. 
Somo one remarked 
that 
wo took 
advantage) 
of them 
by 
fighting 
In daylight, 
as all tho skirm- 
ishing heretofore 
had 
been 
done at 
night. 
HARRY MUItUAY. 
Harry Murray wrote a couplo of let- 
ters by the last mall from Manila 
to 
relatives and 
friends 
here. 
The 
first 
was iccelved 
by his brother, Charlie, 
nnd Is dated 
August 
10. 
In 
It 
ho 
describes 
his trip across tho ocean and 
arrival at Cavlte. 
Of Manila 
nnd the 
inhabitants he says: 
"I was disappointed 
in the place and 
tho people. 
The country 
Is all low land 
and almost all swampy 
that 
Is, you 
can strike water about two feet down. 
Tho people are the color of Hawailans. 
They havo a language 
of their own, 
can not speak English and aro about 
as tall and as good looking 
as Japs. 
They llvo In huts about four feet from 
tho ground." 
From this pojnt ho relates tho var- 
ious happenings 
In camp up to August 
11, including tho skirmishes ot July 31, 
August 1, 2 nnd 3. 
Ot tho big battle on 
August 
13 .following which Manila was 
captured, 
young 
Murray 
writes 
to 
'Qeorgo 
Martin 
as follows: 
Manila. Philippines, 
Aug. IS, 
'08. 
On the mornlng'ot the 13th. ns I ex- 
pected, 
wo wero ordered 
to tho front. 
Wo Btarted from tho capip at about 
9 
o'clock and arrived at a 
pluco 
about 


three-qunrte- 
ri 
ot a mllo from tho city. 
Tho Colorado nnd California regiments 
wero nearer to tho front than wo were, 
being about 1,000 yards ahead 
ot us. 
At 10:16 Dewey began to bombard 
tho 
oily, tearing holes

Spanish 
breastworks for 
twenty-Jlv- o 
minutes, 
when tho Spanish 
flair of truco wont up

tt&fa. 


ment immediately 
took possession 
and 
raited the American 
flag. 
Whll6 this was going on the Astor 
llattery, guarded 
by the 
Twenty-Thir- 
d 
regulars and the Utah Artillery, made 
a charge 
on the center entrance and 
had quite a sklrmtsh with 
tho 
Span-lard- s, 
who came 
forward 
and 
seized 
two ot their field pieces and started to 
retreat with them Into tho city. 
It was 
then that the boys had a chance 
to 
distinguish themselves 
and they did so 
too, for ns toon as the regular, 
and 
battery began to fire their guns and re- 
volvers at them 
they 
dropped 
every- 
thing and ran, losing a couple hundred 
men. while we lost only five killed and 
a few woiuided, about forty.

Its entrance nlong the leach and had 
to wnlk In water up to our waists until 
wo reached the city, when Company L 
was made adance guard, going up nt 
a rapid 
gait 
and 
with humps 
on our 
backs like a camel to keep out of sight 
of the stray Spaniards 
concealed 
In 
houses and trying to pop us off, until 
we were In front of tho Spanish 
fort. 
We were the second regiment In 
Ma- 
nila city nnd the first 
In front of the 
Spanish stronghold, a place 
wo would 
not have been able to take for a few 
months had Dewey not been there to 
shell them out if necessaiy. 
The walls 
of fort No. 
2 are In some places 
be- 
tween fifty nnd sixty feet thick nnd on 
the' land side manned 
by all kinds 
of 
guns, while along the beach they have 
n couple of 
ten-Inc- h 
guns nnd n wall 
almost impossible 
to scale. 
AH around 
this fort Is a moat filled with all kinds 
ot traps and barbed 
wire fences, then 
an Intrenchment With 
nice port holes 
covered up with 
graBs. 
All of this Is 
outsldo the wall, which Is about fifteen 
or twenty feet high. 
Oh, wouldn't 
we 
have had a time trying to scale It with 
a lot of Spaniards on top to shoot 
as 
wo came over. 
The 
men-of-w- 
ar 
did not havo much 
shooting to do, because from the time 
the first shot 
w.hlch tore a hole In the 
first fort the Spaniards began to leave 
and 
look for safer quarters 
In 
the 
houses where they could get even with 
their Infantry firing on our army. The 
Cnlao did most of 
tho 
work. 
She 
steamed right under tho very nose of 
the 
Spanish 
battery, trying 
to draw 
their fire. 
The 
Olympla 
fired a few 
eight and 
six-Inc- h 
shells nnd the Mon- 
terey did tho rest, which was to steam 
up and down the harbor ready to blow 
out of them 
In case of treachery. 
We were on tho march from about 9 
In the morning until about 
C, when 
we 
halted right In the heart ot the city. 
In front of Clen. 
Merrltt's 
quarters, 
which were In n swell hotel. 
There we 
wero given tlmo to chew a few pieces 
of hard tack, a piece ot canned roast 
beet and water to wash It down with. 
After our swell French dinner wo wera 
marched to tho regiment 
headquarters 
on the river front nnd were allowed to 
go to sleep In the street 
on 
cobble 
stones, with the mossy side up. It was 
all right up to about 
9 o'clock, when It 
began to rain (harder than It dees 
In 
Honolulu usually). 
We did not know 
It was raining until wo wero floating 
round n while nnd bumping 
Into each 
other, but after we anchored 
we went 
off to sleep and woke up In the morn- 
ing all stilt and tired nnd had to be 
thawed out before wo wero fit for bus- 
iness. 
On tho evening ot the 14th we 
moed to quarters in a 
large 
stone 
store about a block 
away. 
We 
re- 
mained 
there two days, 
removing 
on 
tho lGth to tho police station, where 
wo expect 
to remain 
until 
further 
notice. 
All there Is to do now 
Is to 
stand 
guard 
and visit the city across 
tho canal.

we, tho Tenth, havo been In

this case again It was tho unexpected 
that happened. 
Wo are In camp about 
four miles from Manila, along tho road

First IJattallon, California 
Regiment; 
Nebraska Regiment; 
Colorado 
Regi- 
ment; 
Utah llattery; a battery of Reg- 
ulars and tho Tenth Pennsylvania. 
"A llttlo after 
10 o'clock 
wo 
wero 
aroused 
by a few rlllo shots, 
which 
I 
afterward learned 
wero shot 
by 
tho 
Spanish 
nt our 
men at work 
In 
tho 
trenches. 
A few moments 
utter this 
tho orderly camo on double 
quick to 
us, saying to report to MaJ. 
Cuthbcrt-so- n 
at the trenches In double 
quick 
tlmo. 
(Cuthbertson 
was in command, 
Col. Hawkins 
being sick). 
Wo did so, 
followed by Company 
E. 
During this 
time there was no moro firing. 
Com- 
panies 
D and E wero ordered 
to tho 
right of our breastworks Into a small 
.wood of bamboo, which camo up to tho 
edge 
of our earth 
works. 
Wo wero 
taken about 1C0 yards to tho right ot 
our trenches and nbont 30 to 40 yards 
In front of our line, Company 
E being 
on tho left of Company D, 
Wo reached 
our places nlong the outer 
edgo 
ot 
wood 
facing on nn open spot or place. 
At this time 
I don't think there was a 
man In Companies 
E or D who had 
any Idea of what 
was 
oomlng. 
Tho 
Major may havo anticipated It, for we 
wero put there to guard against 
any 
attempt to Hank us on our right. 
And 
It was n fortunnto thing wo got there 
whon wo did, for wo no sooner reached 
our places where we could look out In- 
to that open spot than wo 
saw 
tho 
Spanish 
coming. 
Company 
I) opened 
(lie nt once, followed 
by Company 
K, 
Tho Spanish returned tho fire nnd the 
engagement 
became 
general 
Immed. 
lately 
clear down 
tho lines 
on 
both 
sides. 
I don't know how to describe 
It, 
Hell broke lonio nnd stayed 
loosa for 
nearly four hours. Tho cannon belched 
and boomed, shells 
exploded aver us, 
and during It all was 
tho 
reateless 
'crack, 
crack, 
crack 
of tho rifles, ami 


we could hear' the bullets sing as they 
passed over us. 
We. In Companies 
D 
and E, wero almost surrounded; shots 
camo from almost 
every direction 
ex- 
cept down towards our trenches. 
Wo 
wcro In 
th-- 
woods and got separated 
more or less. 
It was a case of lighting 
from down low; every man was as flit 
on the ground as It was possible 
to be 
and at tho same tlmo uso his gun. 
As 
It was the bullets 
whizzed nnd struck 
near us. 
Wo wero not expecting any 
such battle nnd our company 
went out 
that day with only fifty rounds. 
Hut 
with 
that 
fifty 
rounds 
Companies 
I) 
and E did effective work nnd get credit 
with having saved tho works. 
In that 
wo prevented 
tho flank movement 
on 
our right. 
Company 
E had live killed 
and seven 
wounded, 
Company 
I) had 
ono killed and twelve wounded. 
Com- 
pany 
I) had only 
thlrty-nln-c 
men 
In 
those woods, so you see Ie33 than one 
out of four got out unhurt. 
Company 
E probably had no more men out there 
than wo ns they had the same details 
elsewhere. It all happened 
In the short 
space of time 
It took 
to 
fire 
fifty 
rounds, 
nnd we were firing ns fast as 
wo could load. 
When our Inst rounds 
were fired tho captnin 
gave command 
to fix bayonets, 
expecting a rush, but It 
did not come. 
We had done our work 
nnd stopped them. 
It was nt this time 
that we lost our only ono killed, 
"We had ten or eleven wounded. 
It 
Is surprising how few of these arc ser- 
iously hurt. 
When our 
ammunition 
was nil gone wo were recalled 
behind 
tho trenches, 
n lucky thing for us, as 
fifteen or twenty minutes moro of that 
and there would not havo been any of 
Company D left. 
Just nftor wo got 
be- 
hind the trenches It began to rain and 
continued 
till morning. 
Tho fight 
be- 
gan about 11 o'clock and was continu- 
ous and hot stuff till nbont 
2 In tho 
morning. 
The Utah battery did effec 
tive work. 
When our ammunition was 
exhausted 
the battery stood the Span- - 
isn on until 
wo km a new supply 
of 
ammunition nnd reinforcements. 
The 
battle began about 11 o'clock nnd last- 
ed until about 
4 
in 
tho 
morning, 
though there was a lull of about 
half 
an hour at about' 2 o'clock. 
The Spanish fired too hlRh to hit our 
men, who lay low on the ground 
or 
were down in the trenches. 
That 
Is 
probably 
the reason 
more 
of our men 
were not hurt. 
A. 
two-stor- y 
house 
stood near our lines, and in the morn- 
ing nftcr the fight we could see the root 
was 
well 
filled 
with Spanish bullets 
that had been Intended 
for us, but had 
gone at least 
twenty-fiv- e 
feet too high. 
I went outside the trenches the next 
morning after our battle and Into the 
woods to help bring In our 
lend. 
It 
was a ghastly sight and one not 
cal- 
culated 
to Inspire 
courage.
